It was pointed out that the bat- 
talion at Khartum constituted th2 
only force of Egyptian troops nuw 
left in the Sudan and that the Brit- 
ish there was strong 


enough to keep the situation in 
hand. The battalion in question 
was to have left Khartum today in 
the wake of the first battalion, 
which moved out of the Sudan yes- 
terday. 

The Sudanese troops and people, 
particularly in the southern part 
of the territory, have appeared sat- 
isfied with the conditions tnere, it 
was stated, and there has never 
been any indications 
from that quarter.

YOUR BOY AND 
HIS MONEY 


By Wm. A. McKeever 


keep a “reserve”? 
some loose change without having 
it burn a hole in his pocket? 

Go at the matter of teaching 
your boy to carry money in a com- 
mon-sense manner. . 

A youth was started with $3, $2 
to be held as reserve and $1 to 
spend as his weekly allowance. The 
scheme has worked well for the 
first month. The “pocket reserve” 
varies somewhat from day to day, 
as it shoula do, but the average of 
2 in this ready-to-use place is his 
rule. 

What is the use of keeping $2 in 
his pocket all the time if he does 
not spend it? I hear someone ask- 
ing the question, and to answer it 
will give a key to business success, 
not only for boys, but for any age 
of adults. 

First, there is the valuable item 
of self-respect. To have a reserve 
means a feeling of security and in- 
dependence. For the business man 
it often means precisely the cour- 


| age necessary to go on from one 


enterprise to a bigger one. People 
who live from hand to mouth are 
usually sufferers from nervous 
fears. They are panicky. 

Second, the carrying of a reserve 
gives elasticity as to investments. 
At times more than the spending 
allowance will be needed ang it will 
De ready to hand without running 
to “beg mama” for it. Then—a 
very important matter—the de- 
pleted reserve will be quickly re- 
stored from the allowance of the 
week to follow. 

Third, the habit of carrying his 
own money and of being respon- 
sible for its use means that your 
boy will learn early to thin in 
terms.of business. 

Do not give up with a trial or 
two. Someone must teach your boy 
to manage his business. If it is 

glected now, perhaps a wife or 

ner will suffer seriously from 
ilt at some future time. 

Give the young son a chance to 
make good. Explain definitely how 
he is to watch his expenditures for 
desired materials, ang how he is 
to make an honest effort to restore 
quickly the “reserve” as soon as it 
falls below par. 

He may do the thing very badly 
at first and satisfactorily after due 
attention to the matter. After a 
weekly check upon the attempt for 
a few consecutive times, you will 
be better enabled to adjust the al- 
lowance and the balance to his 
reasonable needs.
